Dawes Special, Enroute to Chicago 
From St. Paul, Minn—Charles G. 


Dawes, Republican candidate for vice 
president who headed the experts com- 
mittee that drafted the European rep- 
arations settlement plan, declared the 
"proposal was successful and is going 
to be successful simply because the 
whole world was just about as sick of 
politicians as the American public is 
getting to be." 
This view was expressed by Mr. 


. Dawes in a campaign address Friday 


night at St. Cloud Minn., a German 
center, where he had been urged to 
explain the reparations plan and its 
effect upon Germany. It was his first 
statement on the plan since he be- 
gan his speaking campaign as the Re- 
publican vice presidential nominee. 


Mr. Dawes disclaimed credit for the 


plan, asserting that "truth compels 
me to say that, while my name Is at- 
tached to that report because I was 
chairman 'of the committee it was a 
group effort." 


The reference 
to the reparations 


settlement was made by Mr. Dawes 
as a preface to an address in which 
he continued the attacks on the La 
Follette independent 
candidacy that 


have marked his two-day Minnesota 
tour. Before leaving St. Cloud early 
Saturday on the return trip to Chi- 
cago, he announced his determination 
to continue these attacks in the eleven 
rear platform addresses he Is to make 
Saturday In traveling through south- 
ern Minnesota, and Wisconsin. 
Starting with a speech shortly after 


breakfast Saturday morning at Lake 
jCtiy, Mi»/T\., Saturday's' trip, included

SPEAKS IN WISCONSIN 


The days travel as planned led Mr. 


Dawes through a section generally re- 
garded as strongly favorable to the 
LaFolletto movement and his address 
Friday night was made in a county 
which is considered 
by Republican 


leaders as a pro-LaFollette center and 
which adjoins the 
county in which 


Senator Magnus Johnson, farmer La- 
bor candidate for reelection, resides. 


Mr. Dawes. in touching on repara- 


tions questions, recalled that in his 
first speech to the expert's commit- 
tee he had declared that 
Europe 


would sink into an abyss unless com 
mon sense was crowned king, unless 
It turned its back on the demagogue." 


"That is where we are getting in 


American 
politics," 
he 
declared. 


"That's why I am a little caustic and 
critical at times 
of those 
political 


blatherskites that 
are running over 


the wast here in connection with the 
great, complex and necessarily vita! 
problems of agriculture. 


"We have got to get down finally if 


we are going to get anything settled 
In this country right in connection 
With the 
agricultural problems and 


many others, to just plain, old com- 
mon sense and taking guidance large- 
ly from the men that we know are 
devoted to our interests who have the 
guts to stand for our interests wheth- 
er we happen to approve of them at 
that time or not." 


"Mr. Coolidge." Mr. Dawes added, 


"was a man of this typo and voters in 
the coming election." he said, "have 
the alterantlve of taking their stand 
with him on the constitution and un 
der the American flag, or with Sena- 
tor LaFolletto on the sinking sands 
of Socialism and under the Red flag."

Nina Rawson, daughter of the dead 
woman, was shot twice but not seri- 
ously injured. Her sisteV Josephine es- 
caped by fleeing from the home. 


Mrs. Debora Perin. wife of the miss- 


ing man. and 
daughter of the dead 


woman, said her husband left their 
home in the evening. 


As he opened the door he met his 


son. Vinton Jr., to whom he said: 


"You'll never see me again. I'm go- 


Ing to Indianapolis." With these re- 
marks he left 
the house with his 


handbag and overcoat. 
Mrs. Derin 


told the police that before he left they 
had talked over his dire financial con- 
dition after which she had admonish- 
ed him to be careful. Mrs. Rawson 
and her two daughters were sitting in 
the dining room talking when he en- 
tered. 
Without 
any parley, he de- 


manded money. Mrs. Rawson refused, 
according to Mis<< Xina, and Perin as- 
serted he would stait a scandal. Miss 
Rawson said he accused her mother 
and sister of attempting to make his 
wife a "slave to a bunch of bum col- 
lege students." 


Without another word, Mrs. Raw. 


son told the police, he fired a shot at 
her which lodged in her neck and then 
turned tho gun on her mother who 
was shot In the chest. The third bul- 
let he sent through 
Miss Rawson's 


shoulder. Her sister meanwhile had 
fled through the house and out of the 
back door. Perin followed Immediate- 
ly and ran in the opposite direction. 
Josephine was located at the home of 
a relative In a hysterical condition.

Xorth Dako 
ta, Montana. Washington and Ore 
son. the presidential contest appears 
at the moment to have this curious 
characteristic—hardly anyone agrees 
that the result, if the election were 
held tomorrow, would be the same as 
it will be on election day. 


The drift toward the 
LaFollette- 


Wheeler ticket was first to get under 
way. The third party supporters are 
making more noise ar>d seem to be 
more active than 
their 
opponents. 


But they have reached their peak in 
strength. 
And at the moment that 


is enough for them to carry virtually 
all of the northwestern states with 
the exception of Oregon. It is there 
fore a question henceforth of LaFol 
lette holding his own 
agrainst 
the 


desperate battle being waged by the 
Cooldii;e 
forces 
to 
recover 
lost 


ground. 


John "W. Davis is at present writ- 


ing third in the race in tho states 
aforementioned but his strength 
is 


developing every day. 
Unquestion- 


ably- his spirited 
reply 
to 
Harry 


Daugherty won him votes in this re 
gion, for what Davis said is regarded 
as Rooseveltian in its directness and 
vehemence. 


DAVIS HOLDS KEY 


Whatever Davis can do really is the 


key to the whole situation for there 
is little doubt now that the L=3 Fol 
lette party has made its 
greatest 


gains from the Democrats. If Davis 
can recover 
Democratic votes 
he 


makes it easier for Coolidee to win 
the northwest. But the Democrats by 
a curious 
combination 
of 
circum- 


stances are not working hard to bring 
tbat about. 
On .the contrary-there 


are local issues in several states which 
tend to make the Democrats trade 
their support for La Follette in ex- 
change for ballots for the Democratic 
state nominees. Some of the so-called 
practical politicians insist that they 
are really helping Davis, for if La 
Follette carries enough states to drive 
the contest into the ho"se of repre- 
sentatives, it is argued 
that Davis 


would have a better chance of being 
chosen president, because the conserv 
atives would combine to prevent the 
senate from being given a chance to 
select Bryan. 


G. O. P. STARTS LATE 


It is only fair to say that while the 


La Follette strength his preponderant 
almost everywhere in the northwest, 
the regular Republicans with the ex 
ception or Oregon have not yet be- 
gun their intensive work. They hope 
to get out votes which never be- 
fore have been polled. They may get 
out enough to turn 
the tide. This 


much is certain it Is an uphill fight 
for President Coolidge in the north- 
west with his opportunities to carry 
many. If not all. of the 
northwes 


states growing better constantly as 
his own party pitches In. For it Is 
a battle between the radicals and the 
conservatives with 
the 
Democratic 


party tending in the west toward La- 
Follette. Basically there are no signs 
of an upheaval, no universal dissatis- 
faction with things 
as 
they 
are, 


though the agricultural disaffection Is 
by no means insignificiant, no crying 
for a change for tho sake of change, 
as in 1920. Indeed the campaign has 
every aspect that favors the man In 
power. One cannot say with any con- 
fidence that LaFollette has "sewed 
up any of tho northwestern states 
or that President Coolidge will have 
a tremendous 
majority 
when 
his 


supporters finally achieve the momen- 
tum they desire. It is a close race 
with "flfty-flfty," as the expression 
goes, describing- tho true status today 
of the whole situation.

THE CALIFORNIA DECISION 


Politics makes not only strange bed- 


felloivs, as in the case of Davis and Bry- 
an, but it makes strange blunders, as in 
the case just decided by the California 
supreme court which enjoins the appear- 
ance of La Follette electors on the presi- 
dential ticket of that state. The decision 
is on a technicality, the court holding that 
a presidential elector is merely the agent 
of a political party operating solely- 
through a political convention, and that 
his name cannot be placed upon the bal- 
lot by a petition but only through the 
agency of a party convention. 


It is true that for the orderly conduct 


of government certain machinery must be 
provided and certain formalities required 
by la^v. "We think, however, in this in- 
stance the court has leaned backward in 
interpreting formalities. Mr. La Follette 
is a candidate for president. His name, or 
rather electors pledged to his candidacy, 
are entitled to go on the ballot of each 
state. A party has been organized known 
as the Independent Progressive party. To 
all intents and purposes it is as much a par- 
ty as the Republican or Democrat. "What- 
ever doubt there might be regarding a 
technical construction of the law should 
have been resolved in favor of the La Fol- 
lette electors, and there was a doubt be- 
cause the court divided four to three. 


The effect of this decision can. only be 


to strengthen the eandidae.y of Mr. La 
Follette. One of the things he is preach- 
ing against is the alleged tyranny of judi- 
cial power, and there can be little doubt 
that the' decision of the California court 
is partisan, or at least results from a pre- 
judiced political mind. Ve should have 
the fullest freedom in elections in this 
country, and it is a violation of political 
freedom to deny the independent ticket 
its right in California, or in any other 
Etate. The Republicans are likely to re- 
gret, this decision before the campaign is 
over. 


AIRSHIPS AND BATTLESHIPS 


Military strategists still hold capital 


ships in highest respect. As they are ex- 
perts, their opinion merits the most seri- 
ous consideration. 
But the feat of the 


American aviators in flying round the 
•world demonstrated what machines of the 
air can do. Their possibilities as destroy- 
ers are tremendous. 


The government should experiment ex- 


tensively with airships. Its investments, 
through the navy department, in aircraft 
will be of benefit not only from a military 
but from a commercial standpoint. The

pig iron output had

The regular annual license is fixed at 
three dollars, but for workmen, who are 
mostly communists, it is $1.50, while for 
officers and soldiers of the Red army it 
is only fifty cents a year. 
The public is 


not permitted to receive anything by wire- 
less except that "which the government it- 
self broadcasts. The public is prohibited 
from listening in on information intended 
for the press or from picking up matter 
disseminated from foreign stations. 


Liberty in Russia is exemplified by the 


government's decree regarding use of the 
radio. The public may listen to what the 
bureaucratic government broadcasts, but 
to nothing else. In the soviet system the 
government is all and public is nothing. 
The government takes a paternal interest 
in the public by censoring, prescribing 
and dictating for the government's own 
good—not for the good of the people.

CANNING WITHOUT EMBALMING 


A great number of correspondents have asked 


whether a canning compound having the formula 
given below la injurious to the health of the con- 
sumer of peas, corn and other vegetables for the 
preservation of which It IB added. 


The canning compound consists of boric acid 95 


per cent, sodium eWorld" (common Bait) 4.762 per 
cent, benzoate of soda .001 per cent, and water or 
moisture .237 per cent. 


It is certainly an expensive way to buy salt. As 


far as the other Ingredients are. concerned, when 
you've taken out the boric acid they're Ju«t scenery. 


Boric acid isn't so very expensive when purchased 


under its true name. But Is It a wholesome thing 
to eat under any name? 


The canning compound would make & fairly safe 


eye wash or gargle or antiseptic solution, and when 
used in canoed peas it might come In handy to have 
such solutions mixed, with the peas, the way some 
people eat 'em. 


I have a vague recollection of an awful rocking 


of the earth back In the days of my youth by some 
kind of congressional investigation they staged at 
Washington over the question of whether or not it 
was a good plan to embalm canned food with some 
such chemical, and while the health authorities 
didn't feel enthusiastic about doping up the food the 
chemists and other gentlemen employed' by the em- 
balming trust finally decided that It would be all 
right to dope the canned stuff Just a wee bit, not 
enough to kill the average consumer outright, and 
then come right out honestly and boldly and tell on 
the label. In letters visible under the low power 
lens, what kind of poison you've used In the food. 
The people of this country will stand' for almost any- 
thing like that. 


Now take catchup. 
If I recollect the battle 


raged fiercely around catchup, whether to embalm 
it or just bottle it and let the consumer take his 
chances with it. Today people who run to the gro- 
cery for their catchup know that & good article 
keeps all right without any embalming. Most people 
understand too, that if the tomatoes are fresh and 
clean at the time they are used, they'll keep all 
right with ordinary canning and it is the half 
spoiled tomatoes that need embalming to prevent 
them from spoiling altogether In the can. 


A housekeeper who does her own canning of veg- 


etables or fruit ought to have enough gumption and 
common sense to know that if the fruit or vegetable 
to be canned is in proper condition, and If the can- 
ning process is right, there is no need for the use 
of any chemical or dope to preserve the food. 


Boric acid is comparatively nonpoisonous—that 


is the very reason why we recommend It so much 
as a household antiseptic. ' But while an occasional 
dose of it may not upset the system seriously, the 
frequent, constant or habitual eating of boric acid 
in. small quantities tends to depress one's spirits and 
weaken the circulation and brjng on coma. 
___, 


So I should advise housekeepers to consult the 


coroner about the use of canning compound for 
preserving vegetables.

in this way. Rocking the baby. Jumping him up and down on her 
knee, tossing him. shaking his head or carriage disturb him, and 
make more and more dependent upon these attentions.

•All babies need "mothering." and should have plenty of it

the young baby is awake he should frequently be taken up and held 
quietly In the mother's arms, in a variety of positions, so that no 
one set of muscles may become overtired.
